The encyclical m ay be divided into 
three heads: first, the dignity of Chris­ 
tian wedlock; second, the errors of 
opponents of Christian wedlock; third, 
ways of overcoming opposition to wed­ 
lock as sanctioned by the church. 
T he child occupied first place am ong 
the blessings of marriage, the ency­ 
clical said in referring to conjugal 
fidelity and the sacram ental nature of 
the m a r r i a g e contract. 
It added that 
the duty of parents was not concerned 
solely wih begetting children, but also 
with their education. 
The encyclical also discussed m ater­ 
nity work, social revolt, and the rela­ 
tions of church and state in the sup­ 
port of moral law. 
“Conjugal fidelity requires a sacred 
loyalty, one to the other, bound by 
true love," the encyclical said. 
“The wife should be subject to the 
husband, but this subjection does not 
deny the liberty which fully belongs 
to woman in view of her dignity as a 
hum an being and her noble office as 
wife, mother, and companion 
“N or does it bid her obey her hus­ 
band's every request when such is not 
in harm ony with reason. 
“Fidelity forbids 
exaggeration 
li­ 
cense, which is not in the best inter­ 
ests of the family. 
“Marriage requires on the part of 
the wife noble obedience.” 
The encyclical vigorously attacked 
abuses of m atrim ony. 
"Today, not secretly but openly with 
all sense of sham e put aside, now by 
word and again by writing, by th eat­ 
rical works of all kinds, by rom antic 
fiction, by am orous frivolous novels. 
by the cinema portraying vivid scenes 
and by radio broadcast, in short by all 
modern scientific inventions of man. 
the sanctity eft m arriage is tram pled 
and derided. 
“Divorce, adultery, ull 
the 
basest 
vices are extolled or at least shown in 
such colors as to appear free from all 
reproach and infamy,” the encyclical 
said. 
It referred to the attem pts of m od­ 
e m s to relegate the doctrine of Chris­ 
tian m arriage to the past with other 
so-called old fashioned and im m ature 
opinions of the ancients. 
The encyclical attacked divorce and 
assailed the opponents of the theory 
of the divine origin of m arriage as 
tam perers with a sacred institution. 
The encyclical atta?ked “the errors 
of the day," particularly those affect­ 
ing the begetting of children.

The S t Cloud Journal Press, under the heading, “A New 
Chief in Command,” publishes an editorial devoted to the new 
Kovernor of Minnesota, Floyd B. Olson. The new executive is well 
known in Brainerd and the Lake Country where Tor many years 
he has spent his summer vacations. 
Reviewing the near 73 years of statehood, the* St. ( loud paper 
states that “Minnesota has had seventeen Republican governors 
and four Democratic chief executives. The first governor was 
Henry H. Sibley, a Democrat. He was succeeded by Alexander 
Ramsey who was its first territorial governor. Ramsey took of­ 
fice on January 2, 1800. The first Democrat to be elected was 
John Lind, who took office January 2, 1899, thirty-nine years of 
unbroken Republican rule. 
“Samuel Van Sant, succeeding Lind, serving two terms, to 
give place to John A. Johnson, Democrat, who was three time.*' 
elected, dying in office, and Adolph Rberhart, lieutenant-governor, 
becoming governor on September 21, 1909, twice elected* \V infield 
Scott Hammond was tho fourth Democrat to become governor 
and died in the first year of his term. Lieutenant-*Governor Burn- 
quist was also twice elected, being succeeded by J. O. Praus and 
Theodore Christianson, both failing in their ambition to Im* I lilted 
States senators. 
“For the first time Minnesota has a Farmer-Lalior governor, 
Floyd Olson, and also for the first time the state has a Farmer- 
Labor lieutenant-governor. 
“Governor Olson was elected largely on his promise of a 
house cleaning. He was aided by the spirit of pessimism attend- 
jug a slump in general conditions, on the theory that when the 
general trend is downward it is time to make a change. 
“The new governor has had no experience in state affairs, 
but has bean the able county attorney of Hennepin county for 
several terms and who has been a student of state a ll airs. 
“He is a man of ability, of fine reputation, is an exception­ 
ally effective campaign ape aker, as shown by his surprisingly large 
majority over a most worthy and well qualified opponent. 
“Floyd Olson is now governor of all the people, and though 
he owes certain consideration to hts party, he is under greater 
obligations to the state. 
“He is entitled to the cordial support of all its people so long 
as he proves worthy. His Job is to give Minnesota an efficient ad­ 
ministration, and that reaches far beyond tin' limits of any po­ 
litical party. He has the right to surround himself with heads of 
departments under his control who are in accord w it Ii his ideas, 
and will be faithful in service and harmony with his campaign 
promises. 
“Under four Democratic governors Minnesota prospered and 
they proved faithful servants of the people. There is no reason to 
doubt that Floyd Olson is equally ambitious to make a creditable 
record. 
His recommendations to the legislature should be given care­ 
ful and sympathetic consideration, to be judged on their merits. 
If his propositions are for the benefit ol the state, they should be 
sanctioned by the lawmakers. 
“We are all interested in what is best tor Minnesota. I here 
should be cooperation and a working-together to that end. 
“Given the responsibility of power Governor Olson will nat­ 
urally be more conservative than indicated in his campaign, and 
much less radical than he was when a candidate tor governor 
against Theodore Christianson six years ago. 
“We extend to him our sincere wish that as chief executive 
he will have a helpful and successful administration.*'

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A N ew Chief in Command 


The St. Cloud Journal Press, under the heading, “A New 
Chief in Command,” publishes an editorial devoted to the new 
governor of Minnesota, b loyd B. Olson. The new executive is well 
known in Brainerd and the Lake Country where for many years 
he has spent his summer vacations. 
Reviewing the near 73 years of statehood, the St. Cloud paper 
states that “Minnesota has had seventeen Republican governors 
and four Democratic chief executives. The first governor was 
Henry H. Sibley, a Democrat. He was succeeded by Alexander 
Ramsey, who was its first territorial governor. Ramsey took of­ 
fice on January 2, 1860. The first Democrat to be elected was 
John Lind, who took office January 2, 1899, thirty-nine years of 
unbroken Republican rule. 
“Samuel Van Sant, succeeding Lind, serving two terms, to 
give place to John A. Johnson, Democrat, who was three times 
elected, dying in office, and Adolph Eberhart, lieutenant-governor, 
becoming governor on September 21, 1909, twice elected. Winfield 
Scott Hammond was the fourth Democrat to become governor 
and died in the first year of his term. Lieutenant-Covernor Burn- 
quist was also twice elected, being succeeded by J. O. Preus and 
Theodore Christianson, both failing in their ambition to be United 
States senators. 
“For the first time Minnesota has a Farmer-Labor governor, 
Floyd Olson, and also for the first time the state has a Farmer- 
Labor lieutenant-governor. 
“Governor Olson was elected largely on his promise of a 
house cleaning. He was aided by the spirit of pessimism attend­ 
ing a slump in general conditions, on the theory that when the 
general trend is downward it is time to make a change. 
“The new governor has had no experience in state affairs, 
but has been the able county attorney of Hennepin county for 
several terms and who has been a student of state affairs. 
“He is a man of ability, of fine reputation, is an exception­ 
ally effective campaign speaker,as shown by his surprisingly large 
majority over a most worthy and well qualified opponent. 
“Floyd Olson is now governor of all the people, and though 
he owes certain consideration to his party, he is under greater 
obligations to the state. 
“He is entitled to the cordial support of all its people so long 
as he proves worthy. His job is to give Minnesota an efficient ad­ 
ministration, and that reaches far beyond the limits of any po­ 
litical party. He has the right to surround himself with heads of 
departments under his control who are in accord with his ideas, 
and will be faithful in service and harmony with his campaign 
promises. 
“Under four Democratic governors Minnesota prospered and 
they proved faithful servants of the people. There is no reason to 
doubt that Floyd Olson is equally ambitious to make a creditable 
record. 
His recommendations to the legislature should he given care­ 
ful and sympathetic consideration, to be judged on their merits. 
If his propositions are for the benefit of the state, they should be 
sanctioned by the lawmakers. 
“We are all interested in what is best for Minnesota. There 
should be cooperation and a working-together to that end. 
“Given the responsibility of power Governor Olson will nat­ 
urally be more conservative than indicated iii his campaign, and 
much less radical than he was when a candidate for governor 
against Theodore Christianson six years ago. 
“We extend to him our sincere wish that as chief executive 
he will have a helpful and successful administration.^”
